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as he recalls was between July 4-9, 1965. POWELL was 
accompanied by CORRINE BUFF aboard the "Adam's Fancy". The 
crew consisted of himself, two Negroes from Bimini and GORDON 
DEAN who is POWELL's skipper of the vessel. Captain DEAN 
still resides in Bimini. It is his understanding that "Adam's 
Fancy” is under the name of Huff Enterprises and it is 
registered in Massau, Bahamas. 


While there, they stayed at Brown's Hotel and Dock. 
In addition, POWELL had eo sel. Barbara Jo I 
which was skippered by POWELL turned BIC 
the Barbara Jo I over to Mrs. for her use in 
the Blue Marlin Tournament. As he recalls, Mrs. SWANN and 
two Negro males, names unknown, utilized the Barbara Jo I, 
however POWELL and CORRINE HUFF were not aboard the Barbara 
Jo I. 


After the tournament was over, POWELL peii him 
$100 in cash and said he no longer needed his services. 
Further POWELL would not pay for any af his fiancee's expenses 
which amounted to about 5 days of living expenses. Further 
he had to pay for his own plane fare back to Miami as well 
as that ef his fiancee. He believes that POWELL still owes 
him for 5 days of services or around $100 because POWELL 
had hired him for a 10 day period. POWELL also owes hin 
for his fiancee's expenses which POWELL premised to pay but 
did not. 


With respect to the February, 1965, trip, aboard 
the Yellow Rose II, he does not recall POWELL er anyone else 
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using the ship to shore radio er making any long distance 
calls through the marine operator. 


On the March, 1965, trip, he believes POWELL made 
several calls to the marine operator from the “Adam's Fancy”. 
On neither occasion did he know who POWELL called er the : 
destination of the call. The call numbers fer the “Adan's 
Fancy” are unknown to hia. :
